Draft legislation is under 
consideration by Govetn- 
ment which may change 
the present scale of taxi 
fares in Hongkong and 
Kowloon. 

At present the rates are, on 
the Island, $1.50 for the first 
mile and $1 for each subsequent 
mile, end on the Mainland, $1 
for the first mile and 80 cents 
for cach subsequent mile. 

The present scale of fares is 
based on a complicated series of 
facts regarding road = and ter- 
rain, . 


Terrain 


As the Island has more steep 
hills, and as more stopping, 
starting and changing gear is 
needed on the busy, congested 
roads In the centre of town, St 
ls considered more costly than 
running a vehicle on the flatter 
roads of Kowloon. Hence the 
50 cents difference on the taxi- 
meter. 5 

But the present lows aro 
rapidly becoming out-dated. 
The laws governing scalos of 
fares wore made in 1937, and 
amended just after the war. 
They have not been changed 
ince, ;

JUDGE . RECTIFIES 
2? KESWICK'S 
~ $3m_ -SETTLEMENT. 


In the Supreme Court this’ momidg’-Mr - Justice 
C. W; Reece granted an application by Mr 


David John Keswick to rectify a $2,950,000 
settlement in favour of his four daughters. 


Mr Keswick claimed that the 
terms of the settlement were in- 
advertently put in such a way 
as not to give effect to his in- 
tentions. Under the originat 
terms, the capital of the trust 
tund was:to be held in trust tor 
his grandchildren to the enire 
exc.usion of his children, He 
maintained that his intentions 
at the time of the settlement 
were that his children  (sdll 
then at school) should bencuit 
and he hod no thought of grand- 
children, although they were 
named as residuary beneficiaries. 


Criticised 

Mr Justice Reece ordered the 

insertion of o clause: in, the 
settlement for the trust lund ‘0 
ve he.d in trust for-Mr Keswick’s 
children Mving and for .the 
children ving of any of his 
children who may have diced, 
these grandchildren taking the 
share of their dead parent. 
- Giving a lengthy written 
judgment, the Judge eritleised 
the Hon. Sir Man-kam ‘La, the 
solicitor to whom Mr Keswick 
fave oral instructions in 1949 to 
prepara the scttlement. 

‘His Lordship sald that he at- 
tached blame to Sir Man-)am 
Lo “for creating ‘a situation 
which has unquestionably pur 
the plaintiff (Mr Keswick) to 
heavy expense, which, by the 
exercise of the ordinary carc 
which was) lo be expected vf 
him, would have been avoided” 


‘Cautioned 


Mr © Justice Reece’ held that 
the Court had jurisdiction to 
rectify, but that it must cx- 
ereiso that Jurisdiction.with the 
greatest caution ond upon the 
most compelling evidence. : 

Examining the evidence, the 
Judge said he was most sur- 
prised to find that the solicitor 
responsible for the preparation 
of the settlement, Sir Man-kam 
Lo, wos not calicd as.a witness. 
“Tom indeed greatly surprised 
that one who could havo been 
rightly expected to have given

That being so, sald 
Judge, ho accepted 
Keswick’s evidence as 
instructions he gave.

“Mr Keswick said ‘i¢ did not 
sign the Settlement ‘inadver- 
tently’, but he certainly did. not 
exercise the care and caution 
which one wauld naturally ex- 
pect to find in a man of his 
educational attainments and 
position in the world. 


Negligence 


'Mr Keswick «vas aware of 
the importance of the document 
he was executing and his atti- 
tude can only be described as 
casual to the point of careless 
negligence, placing blind re- 
Nance on the eolicltor to whom 
he had entrusted the preparc- 
tlon of tho instrument, but who 
hos failed to carry out the In- 
structions given to him. 

“But what I have said about 
the attitude of mind with which 
Mr. Keswick approached the 
letter from the solicitors and 
the draft settlement must not 
be understood’ as In any way 
exonerating the solicitor re-
